OUTE TO AFRICA. 


BY BISHOP TURNER,

Feb, 23, 18938, 
Mx. Evprros : 


Again we are npon the mighty deep, 
enronte for & land of infinite resouroces 
and mighty possibilities. When I left 
New York, yesterday morning at 10 :30 
o'clock, I had no idea anyone would be 
present to witness the departure of my- 
salt, Elder Ridgel and wife, as the 
earth was deeply mantled in now and 
the wind was blowing fierce and cold, 
and had been all the previous night. 
But i ine my surprise when 1 
reached this ocean giant and found 


awaiting my arrival Dr. Derrick, Dr. 
Johnson, editor Christian Recorder, 


Dr. Stansberry, Dr. Butler, Presidi 
Elder Newton, Elders Roundtree, 
Davis, W. D. Cook, J. C. Brock, 
T. E. Franklin, W. H. Giles, Mrs. Dr. 
Derrick, Mrs. I. H. Bolden, Mrs. 
Smith and others, whose names I can- 
not call at this moment. Several 
heartfelt salutations were extended and 
res of God bless yous,” heaven 
protect yous,” "wich you wells,” 
Lord be with yous,” ete. The ladies 
kissed me, the men «hook my hands, 
and I for the first time hs myself 
melting. Yet I had looked forward to 
the time of my departure with eager 
anxiety, hoping to get some rest as 
there 1s none upon land any more for 
me. Letters by the bushel, telegrams 
by the scores, callers everywhere I go, 
solicitations to preach, lecture, write 
for all grades of papers and periodicals 


We have completed two years of [from the Atlanta Monthly“ down. 


Newspaper reporters honnding around 
for an interview, and when I submit to 
it making me say a thousand things I 
never dreamed of, until I Almost de- 
Spie a newspaper reporter, Then 
comes in the horde of beggars by let- 
ters and personal approach. I never 
saw the evisceratedness of the Negro 
race in all my life as I «aw it this time. 
Everybody knowing I was going to 
Africa without « dime from the proper 
source except what a few gave me for 
preaching and lecturing, and then to 
be bored by big churches in the face of 
the known facts for money to help pay 
off old debts that never ought to have 
existed, Hundreds of alterations and 
s0-called improvements are being made 
these days that is wholly unneceasary, 
and often does more harm than good. 

Shortly after the Steamship Ma- 
{jestic left New York, yesterday, the 
wind arose and blew with s ven- 
geance, Snow came down in reg- 
ular strata and froze upon the 
decks; later on some rain com- 
panied the snow, but it turned into 
icicles and the riggings aud balusters of 
the ship hung with pendant ice spikes. 
The ocean lifted her mighty waves and 
«hook her white capped locks in our 
faces, till frail nature asked if it was 
not insolence to start to sea in the face 
of such fury, Several got à little sea 
sick and discharged some of their pre- 
vious meals, but my iron-clad stom- 
ach responded to every invitation to 
eat. Being displeased with my cabin, as 
there were three white men in there with 
me, I requested and obtained a cabin to 
myself, and slept soundly the first night 
on the ocean. This morning when 1 
arose the wind was gone, the snow and 
ice had melted, the air was refreshing 
and balmy and the world emed to be 
improved. The ship moves on in 
grandeur and the ocean is quiet. 

I have made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Chamberlin, of Denver. Mr. Gill, of 
Lynchburg, and Dr. Peck, of Brook- 
In, and our converxations have been 
varied; as well as a wealthy English 
lady, who owns immense lands near 
Savannah, Ga. She is a widow, has ho 
color prejudice, great wealth and mar- 


velons intellectual powers, All my 
associations $0 far are immensely 
rieb. 


I find five white men on the ship- en 
route to Africa; one has been here for 
some Fears as a miner, and having 
found a valuable silver mine, has pri- 
vately obtained possession of the ter- 
ritory containing it, and has slipped 
back to this country, got some of his 
personal friends, and away they are 
going again to amass infinite fortunes 
which they can do in three or five 
years, then they will return to the 
United States and the Negro will get 
some of that money by blacking their 
boots or playing the -scullion around 
them in some other way. Gracious, 
won't they be grand? When the white 
man gets possession of the gold, silver, 
tin, lead, iron and diamond mines 
which God gave the Negro, and 
the Negro can get « few dimes of it by 
being the white man's scullion, For 
should he «tart to Search for these 
fountains of wealth now, he would be 
a fool in the judgement of the majority 
of our leading men, rather, our leading 
asses. It is mortifying to me to sit 
here on this ship and hear white men 
from all nations speaking about the 
resources of Africa, and what their 
nations are doing to get possemion on 
that continent, and what « country it 
will be in & hundred years, and in 
the next breath say, if the Negro 
in America had sense and honesty, 
how glad they would be to employ 
him; but the Irish and Swedes ale 
fur preferable to the American Negro; 
one white man from Pittsburg, Pa., 
did come to our resoue enough to say, 


: 


«yes, gentlemen, but you must remem- 
ber that shamefully degraded 
the American Negro, and fortunately 
all said, that is true. I id to 
myself, that is no excuse at this late 
day. But the whole thing is false for 
there are millions of American Negroes 
who wonld be too to do anything 
under heaven Irish and Swedes can, 
and go to Africs and do it, too. Some- 
how the nations of earth are not will- 
ing to give the American Negro « fair 
chance. 
FEBRUARY 25TH, 


I have been 80 much engaged in dis- 
cussion and debate on a variety of sub- 
jeota, that I have not written any for 
a few days. We have had delightful 
weather, We are now just half way 
to Queenstown, and old ocean in obe- 
dience to her god Neptune, is treating 
us charmingly. Little «qualls occa- 
sionally arise, but disappear in a few 
moments, and the passengers play 
cards, promenade the decks, sing, play 
the piano, run races, discuss politics, 
read, nod, ete., old Sol looks down 
from the sky with luminous brow and 
paints the undulating a with weird 
beauty and sparkling grandeur. The 
ocean seems too nice to last. I appre- 
hend a gale before we get to land, yet 
I have seen it far more quiet than now, 
a sn of immovable glas, to all appear- 
ance. 

A gentleman wishes me to accom- 
pany him to Cape colony, in South 
Afries; he assures me that I can or- 
ganize another conference there ins 
month. Had I the money, I would go 
at once, may any way, if I can make 
ends meet. 

Two gentlemen were in a heavy talk 
today about some man in New York 
who aaames to know a great deal. 
But, said one, What does he know? 
Where has he ever traveled except in 
the United States? No such man can 
talk to me; he knows nothing. He 
has read a few books we «ll know, but 
any man who has not traveled and 
geen and heard something, does not 
know enough to dictate to a monkey, 
much less to me. I said to myself, 
good, All these fellows who have 
never been outside the United States, 
need never take issue with me again ; 
they don't know anything. If they 
have not cromd the ocean five 
times, as I have, they must have eros 
ed it once or twice any way, before 
they know enongh to dictate to me. 
80 I canght the big head instanter and 
have 1t badly now. 

I e that the United States are 
to have a mail steamship line also to 
England, and « company has bought 
oat the Inman line for that purpose. 
President Harrison was to be in New 
York the day I left, to dedlicate the 
steamaship New York for the fret trip 
as a U. 8. mail steamer. The next 
thing you will hear of will be discrim- 
ination against the Negro out on the 
veean—s thing never heafd of to the 
present time. 

SUNDAY, FEB, 26TH, 
I had the honor of conducting the 


English service on ship this morning, 
by request of the captain and also by 


request preached to-night, to a 
large and appreciative congrega- 
tion. 


This ship is a small city itself, being 
58 0 feet long, 65 feet wide, with over 
1,300 persons on her, running 23 miles 
an hour—fearful speed for & vater 
eraft—yet this great water leviathian 
springe and wriggles almost like "% 
thing of life. = 

FEBRUARY 27TH, 

One of the propellors broke to-day, 
80 we have only one wheel now to 
drive this monster ship. We are trav- 
eling at half speed 

The wind is rising and the barome- 
ter 1s falling. A fearful time is looked 
for with only one wheel to move this 
giant vessel. 

MARCH 187, 


We have just sighted land on the 
coast of Ireland, at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
We have been two nights and u day 
in a dreadful gale. - We are 24 hours 
behind time. The wind is blowing 80 
miles an hour. The ocean was terrific 
to behol but our great ahip was quiet 
and almost steady amid 1t all. We 
aw other vesxels laboring for life and 
Some we fear were lost. We are safe, 
however. Had this chip had ouly one 
wheel, heaven knows what would have 
been the result. 

The appearance of the ocean, the 
sights of the storm, the great concert 
on the ship, the part I took A it, and 
other things, will be in my next letter 
to the Vorce or Misstoxs.— Christian 
Recorder.

„Bishop Taylor is abont to plant a 
mi««jonary station in Mashonsland, 
Africa, This territory has « large 
population of degraded and vicious 
natives. It is said to be the most 
beautiful, healthful, and attractive re- 
gion of equatorial Africa, 
lovely valleys, dense forexts, noble 
hills, vast prairies, and sealike lakes. 
It contains an abundance of-game and 
almost inexhanstible mineral wealth. 
Those who have worked among both 
classes say that a white barbarian is 
more hopeless than a black one. As 
regards morals, some savage tribes, 
like the Zulus and Maoris, are ahead 
of certain clazses in European countries; 
at least-they do not get drunk until 
tanght or forced to do co by o-called 
civilized nations, 

While we may differ in one or two 
points with the gentleman who wrote 
the following, yet we are forced to ad- 
mit that some other people have 
oranky(?) notions” in regard to At- 
rien, as well as Bishop Turner. Here 
is what another crank(?) recently said 
in writing of Africa: 

To imprese upon the "Africans the 
real advantages of Christianity, they 
must have before their eyes « Christian 
community; who will «how the heathen 
how to be industrious and at the ame 
time be happy ; how to be decent and 
yet be jolly ; how to be temperate and 
yet be satisfied. In other words; be- 
sides missionaries, Africa must have 
colonies. of Christians scattered over 
the land, if that dark continent is ever 
to be redeemed from heatheniam. 
These colonies must be people of Af- 
rican descent, principally for three 
reasons: 

The Torrid Zone was never intended 
to be the abode of the white race; for 
God has appointed to men the bounds 
of their habitation ; and besides, white 
men could never become thoroughly 
acclimated in tropical Africa ; .but this 
continent is the home of the Negro. 
And again; the African wonld not 
imitate the civilized customs of the 
whites, and would justify themselves in 
this way: — We are black men, but 
these are white men, who differ from ns 
in every way, and therefore what snits 
them would not suit ns.” On the other 
hand, a colony of Christian West In- 
diaus of African descent, would be 
recognized by the natives of Africa as 
members of their own race, with whom 
they could associate and intermarry. 
there would be no race distinction be- 
tween the Africans and the new comers 
and they would be quick to see the 
auperiority of their returned kindsmen, 
and would naturally imitate them in 
their manners and habits. 

Africa is « great and in many res- 
pects a grand country; and is waiting 
to be taken poxxeasion of by the civi- 
lized and Christianized black men of 
the Western World; who will act «as 
liberators rather than as conquerors, 
and who will lift np the degraded na- 
tives, instead of thrusting them aside.

by Bishop Quinn to the pastorate of 
our church at New Orleans, La. He 
was ordained deacon in 1846 and elder 
in 1847; was the first principal of 
Union seminary in 1847; was elected 
bishop May 21st, 1868, and ordained 
May 28th, 1868, at Washington, D. 
C. The degree of D. D. was con- 
ferred on him by Avery col 
lege, Pittsburg, Ps. He aleo 
stated that his desire was great 
to have his family all near him ere he 
leaves « wife, three 
sons and four daughters to mourn his 
loss. At the time of his death he was 
the presiding Bishop of the 11th Epis- 
copal district, composed of the Ken- 
tucky, West Kentucky, Tennessee and 
West Tennessee conference. The Bish- 
op told of Bishop Brown's trust and 
confidence in God; being inspired and 
austained in his dying hour by his fa- 
vorite hymns. **Fade, Fade each Earth- 
ly Joy,” and He Leadeth me.” 

The choir sang Abide With me.” 
Bishop Gaines delivered a very tonch- 
ing address relative to his azsociation 
and acquaintance with Bishop Brown. 
Remarks were made by Hon, Freder- 
ick Donglas, relative to the intense 
race pride andAnterest in all that con- 
duced to the growth and development 
of his people. A series of resolntions 
sent by the Tennessee conference were 
read by Rev. C. 8. Smith. Bishop T. 
M. D. Ward spoke of his loyalty to 
duty and his convictions of right and 
the manhood to stand by them. Rev. 
J. W. Beckett the pastor of the church 
delivered the Mosing address 
He stated that Bishop Brown had 
preached for him an earnest and pow- 
erful sermon from Psalms 42, Ist, just 
four weeks previous to his death. Rev. 
Beckett had visited Bishop Brown du- 
ring his illness; he sang with him and 
also prayed. The dying Bishop ex- 
claimed, Les, Jesus leadeth me now, 
waving his hand toward Heaven; his 
spirit took its flight for the glory land. 
A vast concourse of friends followed 
his remains to their final resting place 
at Graceland Cemetery. 


Dran Eprrors: I have just finished 
the reading of Tur Vorcs or Misxioxs, 
thanks to a friend in the north.

I have also writ- 
ten to the Christian Recorder and to 
Dr. Derrick upon the necessity of 
turning the attention of the four-score 
80cteties of Christian Endeavors to the 
field of foreign missions, and particu- 
larly our fatherland. I now call your 
attention to the fact that there are 
seventy odd societies of Christian En- 
deavors of the A. M. E. church. The 
proceeds of their socials, pink teas, 
African receptions, etc., onght to be 
turned toward Africa. 

I am very glad that some of our 
bishops are urging all of our Easter 
day's collection for Africa, Our pre- 
viding bishop says 40 per cent, but our 
Christian Endeavor society echoes, All, 
all for the fatherland, and expects to 
do as much as the church and Sunday 
school. Let Tas Voics or MixsoONs 
ound the keynote for us C._E's., and 
the Richard Allen Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor will be among the first 
to take up the strain.
